here next week promises to be full of 
sensational features. 
Unusual prepa- 


rations hftve been in progress. 


The regular term of the Linn eorinty 


circuit court, \vhieh\ adjourned at 
Brookfield last week, seems to have 
been the temporary seat of war, and 
it is exected that the proceedings there 
had xvill sustain an important relation 
to the trial of the Taylor's cace, which 
will begin here next Monday. 


It lias been learned tliat the prose- 


cution adopted at the Brookfield cir- 
cuit court a novel procedure, and one 
which1 the defense deeUires was en- 
tirely irregular, unlawful and with- 
out precedent. 


It seems that the regular grand jury, 


vhich was impaneled at the lirook- 
ield circuit court, completed its work 
>romptly. and adjourned after a ses- 
sion of three or four days. 


Within an hour after its adjourn- 


ment Prosecuting Attorney Hresnehen 
lad a special grand jury impaneled 
under the pretext of investigating a 
case which had been overlooked by the 
regular grand jury. 


The defense in the 
Taylor case 


claims that this special grand jury 
was organized for tlie purpose of being 
used by Mr. liresnehen for the perpe- 
tration of a new feature in criminal 
procedure. 


Anyhow, it is a fact that a man 


named Haymaker was appointed fore- 
man of the special grand jury. Hay- 
maker lives at Browning, is a deadly 
enemy of the Taylor brothers, and is 
the prosecuting witness in the arson 
case oending a.gainst Win. Taylor. 


This move, it is claimed, was made 


during the temporary absence of Col. 
A. W. Meyers, who resides in Brook- 
field and represents tlie Taylor broth- 
ers at that place. 


This special grand jury retired to a 


convenient room and immediately sent 
subpoenas for all the members of the 
Taylor families, and all other known 
witnesses in behalf of the defense in 
Linn county, and subjected them to a 
rigorous 
cross-examination 
by the 


Linn county prosecuting attorney. 


It is also said that the special tribu- 


nal investigated some of the attorneys 
employed by the Taylor brothers. 


Matters proceeded to such an ex- 


tent that Col. Meyers brought the mat- 
ter publicly to the attention of the 
judge on the bench, and denounced, in 
open court the actions of the prosecu- 
tion as infamous. It is supposed this 
was the first the court knew of the 
matter. 
The full effect of the proceeding will 


probably be developed upon the trial 
here next week. 


As matters now stand, the prosecu- 


tion has fully informed itself as to the 
evidence possessed by the defense, but 
what course the state will now take is 
not known. 


It is rumored here that the state will 


again apply for a continuance, but 
this report the defendants and their 
counsel consider to be entirely with- 
out foundation. 


Counsel for the state also deny that 


they will ask for another continuance. 


Upon the part ot the defense it is 


positivelv stated by their counsel that 
the case will be tried. Subpoenas were 
yesterday issued for the defendants' 
witnesses and their counsel here state 
that the proceedings at Brookfield be- 
fore the special grand jury will not 
delay the case in any way, and that 
the same witnesses who were examined 
by Mr. Bresnehen and his grand jury 
will appear here next week in open 
court and testified for the defendants.

ROBBING THE DESTITUTE. 


Money Demanded from Applicants for 


Government Free Seed. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—From in- 


formation received by the agricultural 
department, it 
appears that 
the 


drought-stricken people of Oklahoma 
have fallen into the hands of over- 
zealous notaries public. 


Some time ago Secretary Morton 


turned over to Delegate Blynn 5,000 
packages of seed for 
distribution 


among those 
suffering 
from 
the 


drought in Oklahoma. Mr. Flynn ar- 
ranged for the distribution through 
certain agents in various parts of the 
territory. 
The next thing the department heard 


of the matter .was in a letter from Mr. 
A. W. Hardmayer, of North Enid, who 
notified the secretary that the agents 
charged with distribution were com- 
pelling applicants to pay a fee of 
twenty-five cents for an affidavit setting 
forth their inability to purchase seed 
and their dependency upon that sup- 
plied by the department. The secre- 
tary expresses surprise that in a case 
of ibis kind there should be an effort 
made to interfere with the distribu- 
tion of the donation made by the de- 
partment. A person who was desti- 
tute and unable to pay for seed was 
not supposed, the secretary adds, to 
be able to pay for an affidavit.

He has a robust desire to knock him out 
He shows no solicitude for those who 
are injured by the operators. 


This can lead to but one legitimate 


conclusion, namely, that he has a disa- 
greement with those who are running 
gaming houses and wants to get even 
with them. To do this he seeks to have 
the political parties in the municipal 
election make gambling the issue. In 
other words, he wants to borrow the 
voters of the city to use in pulling 
chestnuts out of the fire for him thVt he 
failed to pull out when he tried to hold 
up the gamblers in his peculiar style of 
business. And here is where the trouble 
began. 


This morning he eang his gamblers' 


song again and insists that the good 
people shall demand pledges of the Be 
jublican and Democratic candidates for 
mayor on the matter of gambling, and 
intimates thatthogamblersprobably run 
Decatur. This gives evidence of undue 
eraternent on his part. He ought to 
mow that it does not necessarily follow 
that because he could not dictate terms* 
to the gamblers that therefore they have 
a cinch on everybody else in Decatur. 
He is evidently afraid of the people. He 
makes this appeal to them. 


We wish the good people would stand 


firm in the fight that is to come and 
give candidates to understand that un- 
less they declare themselves in favor of 
law enforcement and publish this fact 
in the newspapers then they cannot get 


^ votes of the good people. 
He wants ante-election pledges, and 


wants the good people to help him se- 
cure them.

No 
one doubts the honesty of his motives.

We 
would have you free to exercise in this 
wider field that same good judgment

This is good sense. There is nothing 


ambiguous 01 selfish in it. It gets down 
to the solid and only reasonable ground, 
that a candidate should be accepted 
and measured by what he has been and 
not by what he promises to be. The 
candidate who is forced to pledge him 
self to all comers and all notions, to be 
elected, is not fit to be elected to any 
office because he would be too weak to 
keep his pledges. The country had 
plenty of pledges in 1890 and again in 
1892, 
and there were plenty of pledges 


in our municipal election in 1893, but 
what did they all amount to? Only- 
weak men who cannot be elected, except 
by deception, feel it necessary to prom- 
ise everything to all men.

The Victims Mostly Inoffensive Blacks, 


but Among the Number is an 


English Seaman — Ambassa- 


dor Pauncefote Notified. 


Foar Men Killed »nd Jinny Injure" 
NEW 
ORLEANS, March 13 —There 


were two separate and distinct riots 
here to-day, both probably resulting 
from the same cause. One occurred on 
the river front near the French mar- 
ket, where the ship Engineer was load- 
ing for Liverpool. The other occurred 
about four miles distant in the.diree- 
tion of Carrollton, at the foot of Phil- 
lip street. Only one man, William 
Campbell, colored, was killed (in the 
latter affair. The names of the dead 
are: 


William Campbell, colored. 
Jules Carrabee. 
Four unknown negroes. 
A total of eight were wounded. 


Doubtless a number of other negroes 
were slightly wounded, but ran away 
and cannot be identified. 


All the commercial bodies are in ses- 


sion to-night, with GOT. Foster pres- 
ent, to devise some means of ending 
the trouble. 


There was trouble at other points 


to-day. As much of the violence which 
has taken place in the past few weeks 
has occurred uptown, and many of the 
cotton ships load in that part of the 
city, it was expected that there would 
b» trouble in that quarter. 


At an early hour this morning both 


white and black laborers appeared on 
the wharves and the feeling was run- 
ning high. The importation of ne- 
groes has incensed the white element 
of the population, and not only was 
an ugly feeling prevalent among those 
directly interested, but also among 
the re&idents of that section of the 
city. 


It was shortly after 7 o'clock when 


a crowd of a dozen or more negroes 
appeared on the levee on their way to 
work. Suddenly as they were walk- 
ing across the wharf two gangs of 
white men appeared and before any- 
body knew what had happened several 
shots rang out 
One negro among the 


crowd staggeied and fell across the 
wharf and the rest of the band ran in 
terror in every direction. The white 
men who had done the 
shooting 


quickly dispersed 


Officer Broderick, of the Boylan po- 


lice, witnessed the shooting and com- 
municated it to headquarters. It was 
learned that the name of the negro 
who had fallen was William Campbell. 
He was dead. 


'A Serious Matter^.! British Subject Shot. 


WASHINGTON, March 13.—Sir Julian 


Panncefote, the British ambassador, 
last evening received a telegram from 
tht British consul at New Orleans, in- 
forming him of * the shooting, during 
the riot yesterday morning, of Purser 
Bain of the British steamer Engineer. 


The consul added in his telegram 


that the city was in a terrible state of 
excitement and the men of the Engi- 
neer were fearful that they might be 
attacked. He therefore earnestly re- 
quested that some action be taken to 
insure their safety. 


Speaking of the matter, Sir Julian 


said: 


"You 
know, the city of New Orleans 


is very much perturbed just now, but 
the governor of the state, I am as- 
sured, is able to quell the disturbance. 
As soon as I received the telegram from 
St John, I turned the matter over to 
the secretary of state, and he informed 
me that he would communicate with 
the governor of Louisiana, so that the 
matter may be investigated " 


Further than tins Sir Julian refused 


to talk upon tie matter.

Convention of the Michigan liranch of the 


A. P. A. 


Mich., March 
13. — The 


state convention of the Michigan 
branch of the American Protective as- 
sociation was in session here yester- 
day, all the state officers being pres- 
ent and about 200 delegates 
Presi- 


dent Beatty delivered his address, cov- 
ering the aims and objects of the asso- 
ciation, and stated that it was in a 
most flourishing condition, with coun- 
cils in every state except three, and 
all would be represented at the su- 
preme council, which meets in Milwau- 
kee next May.

Mr. Brown and Mr. Hobbs visited 


Little Rock and the legislature where 
they were cordially received, especially 
by Governor Clark, whom they found to 
bo a very genial and companionable man. 
There are 100 members of the legislature. 
Only three are Republicans, eight are 
Populists and the remainder are Demo- 
crats; in the senate there is but one 
Republican, with three Populists. 
The 


Democrats seem to be running things to 
suit themselves. The three Republicans 
in the house came from counties in the 
state where there is not a negro resident. 
This is regarded as somewhat singular. 


The gentlemen visited Memphis, Ten- 


nessee, on their way back,and found the 
city booming in the building lino. On 
one corner a northern man is putting up 
a 13-story steel building. They \isited 
all the courts, white and bluck, and also 
the colored churches, where they made 
many observations, which, no doubt, 
Rev. Mr. Hobbs will incorporate in a 
Bi'rmon to be delivered Sunday at Grace 
M. E. church.

This was more than a year ago. The 


dog iii this interval often visited the 
house of his mistress1 father and 
mother, and was almost as much at 
home there as at his master's house.

•was rim over and badly mangled by an 
electric car. He was seen by the people 
in hi1, mistress' mother's hoyse to go 
dragging himself past that house. He 
didn't stop there, lint went straight on 
and made directly for Dr. B.'s house;

Between Two Faotiona of a Polish 


Catholic Congregation. 


THE HOLY ALTIR SHOT FULL OF HOLES 


Some of the Bullets Piercing the Image 


1 
of the Virgin Mary—One of the 


Belligerents Seveiely Wound- 


ed—Several Arrest*. 


OMA.TIA, Neb., March 13 —The fight 


over the possession of St. Paul's Cath- 
olic ollnrch (Polish) between the war- 
ring factions, winch has, been in prog- 
ress, '.'or six months, developed into a 
riot yesterday morning immediately 
uftxM mass. 


Kev. Stephen Kaminski, the priest 


in cliarge, had just finished the service, 
and *he congregation had left the edi- 
•fioe J'or their homes, when thirty-five 
men approached the building, and af- 
ter n brief parley, ten of the number 
cnte) ed the church and demanded that 
'the priest deliver the keys to them. 
'J!e r jfused, and ordered them to leave 
frthe place. 


Instead of complying with his re 


•quest they began to threaten him with 
loodilyharm. Fearing that an efforl 
'would be made upon his life, the 
•prie'.t armed himself with a revolver 
and again commanded them to leave. 
Scarcely had the priest uttered the or- 
der 1 ban several shots were directed 
toward him. He returned the fire and 


• ther a running fusilade was kept up 


until about two dozen shots had been 
exchanged between the priest and the 
attacking parties 


Joseph Darganzew&ld, the leader o: 


the faction which was trying to gain 
possession of the church, was standing 
neat "the stove in the middle of the 
church and a short distance in front o 
his friends. One of the shots fired by 
the priest struck him in the righ 
kneo, passing entirely through and 
com ng oijjon the other side. Another 
shot struck him in the left ankle, in 
flict ng a very bad wound. 


The man who was shot fell upon th 


floor crying "Kill the 
. I am 


shot" 


Si ^ eral more shots were directed to 


•ward the priest, but he occupied a 
position just behind an altar and wa 
imh irmed. The attacking party find 
ing they were unable to cope with 
Father Kaminiski, retreated from the 
church. 


In a very short time th e news of th, 


chuj ch riot spread like fire, and hun 
dreds of women and cliildien armec 
themselves with clubs and revolver 
and hurried to the church to avenge 
the ,njury done the man who was re 
ported to be fatally wounded 
Th 


church was surrounded and an effor 
was made to gain admission, but th 
priest held the fortress securely from c 
well-fortified position near the altar. 


All the windows on the west bide o 


the building were broken and the fron 
tloois were burst open. No one ha, 
the courage to enter the cliureh. Some 
of the more hotheaded Poles enterei 
the church yard and began to hoot am 


flying the SpanUh ftag, was passed, 
teering in the same direction at a dls- 
ance of about a mile and a half. The 
Alliance dipr/eO her colors in salute, 
and the courtesy was acknowledged 
and reciprocated by the Spaniard. A 
ew minutes later a puff of smoke 
ppeared from the man-of-war's bow 


and a report followed. 
This was 


'ollowed a few minutes later by an- 
other blant cartridge. Capt. Grossman 
did not pay any attention, to the shoot- 
ing, but continued on his course north- 
ward. The man-of-war then altered 
its course to follow the Alliance, and 


linobt at once another gun was fired, 


and a solid shot came bounding to- 
ward the American steamer, missing 
her narrowly. Two other balls were 
fired, bnt 
both 
went 
wide. The 


Spaniard fast dropped astern and after 
a chase of about 21 miles altered her 
course and headed back. 


Capt.Crobbman advances no theory to 


account for the outrageous conduct of 
the Spaniard. lie declares his inten- 
tion of bringing the matter to the at- 
tention of bucretdry Gresham at once. 


The firing is likely to lead to serious 


complications. Capt. Grossman could 
not understand the motive, unless it 
was that the Spaniard wante.l the 
American to salute the Spanish flag. 
The owners of the line are very indig- 
nant at the insult, and they will de- 
mand a reason for the attempt to stop 
an American mail steamship on the 
high seas in times of peace. 


The following letter has been sent 


to Secretary Gresham: 
To the lion Waller Q. Gres7tam, Sucre 


tary uf State. 
The American mail steamship Alli- 


ance, under my command, while on 
her homeward-bound voyage 
from 


Colon to New York, was, on the morn- 
ing of March 8, off the east end 
oJ 


Cuba. At 6:30 o'clock a barkentine- 
rigged steamship was sighted under 
the land bearing directly for us. At 
7:15 she set her colors, proving to be a 
Spanish gunboat. I immediately or- 
dered the American ensign hoisted on 
the Alliance, and saluted the Spaniard 
which salute was duly returned bj 
her. I then salutjd once more anc 
supposed the matter was at an end. 


"Jiut about live minutes later the 


Spaniard fired a blank cartridge, anc 
a few moments later another one, fol- 
lowed shortly afterward by thiee bolic 
shots, all of which fell short of the AI 
liance, but showing conclusively thai 
the Spaniard was firing at us. I being 
fully .six miles oft' shore and on the 
high scab, paid no further attention to 
the Spaniard, but 
kept upon my 


course. 
The Spaniard kept up the 


chase, although gradually dropping 
astern, fully twenty-five miles. 


"I desire to know if the Spaniarc 


had any right to fire on my ship, witl 
the probable chance of endangering 
the lives of the passengers and crew 
under my charge, or compel me t< 
heave to. as he probably intended. 


"I respectfully ask for information 


on that .subject, as I did not and dc 
propose to heave to, thereby losing 
time on my voyage, to oblige Spanisl 
gunboats or any others except in case; 
of distress.

'I he wheat has stood the winter fairly 
well, and unless something should hap- 
pen to it in the future it looks as if we 
will have a good yield of wheat. 


The feed mill that Mr. Magee bought 


for the farm is giving very satisfactory 
results. We have been grinding all of 
the corn that we have been feeding to 
the cows, and it is very easy to discover 
the difference in the flow of the milk. 


This report is the closing of the past 


year and myself and wife wish to thank 
the members of the board for their 
courteous treatment, as we have not 
asked for anything but what your hon- 
orable body has seen fit to grant it, and 
whether many of jou may not see lit to 
be a ncmber of the board for the coming 
year or not, you all will be remembered 
with the kindest feeling. We wish to 
thank Mr. Cochran and family and Mr. 
Magee and wife for the valuable infor- 
mation that they so kindly gave us, 
which has so greatly assisted us in our 
disagreeable undertaking in managing 
the farm as it should be, and if we have 
met your expectations we aie amply re- 
paid for any extra work that we may 
have done, and we expect to try to make 
the faitn the pride of the taxpayers of 
Macon county.
